from, thirty-eig ht different tribes in the 
united Stales,, They are taug ht the trades 
here and g fveihBcbodiing in the common 
branches. Half of the day they work anc 
the other half they are in sphopl. 
We 
pass on to see how the dusky child of 
da 
ture plys the awl and needle,, swing s the 
hammer and follows the plow. Truly 
we are ag reeably surprised. The old 
adag e says, "the best Indian is a dead 
one,*' but like many other old adag es we 
find that it is false. 
As a blacksmith, 
wag on-makcr, carpenter, brickmoulder, 
tailor, shoemaker, harnessmaker, baker, 
painter, printer or farmer, in all of which 
capacities we find him successfully work­ 
ing and turning out articles of a hig h 
g rade, the best Indian is a trained one. 
We saw sh^es, clothes, harness, wag ons, 
etc., which these Indian boys have made 
and are as well done as thoug h they had 
come from the hand of aKfiig htof Labor. 
The g irls take on to' Ways of the white 
people even morcuneadily than the "lords 
of .creation.” Human nature is the same 
in all races. One can easily see that it is 
so with the Indian g irls who imitate their 
examples in the care with which they ar­ 
rang e their rig g s and ribbons, bang s and 
bustles. 
Still they are not pretty; they 
are too flat and tqutty. The boys us a 
rule are splendid specimens of physical 
perfection—broad chest, black hair, keen 
eyes, muscular and erect. The Sioux be­ 
ing as a rule the larg est, and the Apaches 
the trickiest while the Pueblos are the 
tamest. 
I spent a balf day in the ten school de­ 
partments listening and watching the ef­ 
fects of "ye pedag og ue" in softening 
those wild natures. They hare to be g ov­ 
erned almost entirely by kindness; and 
are stimulated to extra exertion 
by com­ 
petition. 
An Indian scholar is 
like a 
woman, 
if she will, 9 lie will, but if she 
won’t, she won’t and that’s an end 
on’t. 
No amount of physical punishment will 
make him chang e. 
He is the most sus- 
ceptable to ridicule. 
But by kindness 
and competition the teachers rule them 
and g et splendid results. 
Being a swayer 
of the birch myself it was easily to be 
seen that those dusky students possessed 
the elements of white scholars such as 
when the teacher’s back was turned to 
have one fellow stick his ling er up at the 
side of another’s face and tell the party 
of the second part' to "look here" and 
which ot; being done would almost knock 
his nasal extremity off from the sudden 
and unexpected contact with the phalang e 
of the party i f the first part. 
As the 
teacher’s attention would be in another 
direction during the passag e to or from a 
recitation one lad would g ive a whack in 
the small of another's back that would 
make thing s crack. 
In reading , writing and drawing they 
are remarkably proficient. 
Take the ad­ 
vance class in reading , for instance, who 
were reading one of Webster’s speeches, 
they rolled it out with a natural eloquence 
that would have done honor to the g reat 
Daniel himself. 
In the » way of drawing 
and writing they were ahead of any pub 
lie school I ever saw. 
History and g eog ­ 
raphy they take g reat interest in, especial­ 
ly that part which relates to their own 
race. 
Arithmetic is almost bevond their

This raised a discussion, 
in which the house's action was criticised 
pretty vigorously. 
It was said that the 
house had no right to ask for a ‘‘full and 
free conference” after tieing up its repre­ 
sentatives by such action, and Allison 
offered a resolution rofusiug to grant fur­ 
ther conference. 
This was withdrawn, and 
the senate contents 1 itself with appointing 
conferees and insisting on its amendments. 
The fortilications bill was then taken up.

Dawes road a 
letter from Hamuel J. Tilden advocating 
liberal appropriations for fortitications, an i 
characterized the letter as statesmanlike 
and patriotic. 
Plumb offered an amend­
